“ It was not until after the middle 
of the Fourth century after Christ 
that a day was formally set aside 
by the church at Rome for the ob 
serv ance of his phy sical birth,” Doc 
tor Sweet pointed out. 
“ As it was 
first observ ed by the church. Christ­ 
mas was purely a spiritual festiv al. 
There was no gay ety ; no hells an 
nounced the coming of the glad 
morn; there were no garlands; no 
tables heaped with good cheer. 
“ But it was not to remain long 
in the upper air of pure dev otion. 
There were too many pagan influ­ 
ences about it, one of the most im­ 
portant of which was the feast of 
Saturn, which began on the sev en­ 
teenth of December and lasted until 
the twenty -fourth. 
Saturn was the 
oldest and most benign deity of an­ 
cient Italy and his fabled reign on 
earth was supposed to hav e brought 
peace and happiness to mankind, 
and so the feast dedicated to him 
was full of ioy and feasting.

A NEW APPROACH 
A Clev eland firm has dev ised a new and inter­ 
esting plan for keeping workers at work. 
This firm, making machine tools and astro­ 
nomical instru ments, has ju st as mu ch stock on 
hand, already manu factu red, as most firms. For­ 
tu nately it is not perishable or q u ickly obsolete. 
Bu t this company decided to ignore those 
goods, or inv entory , and operate as thou gh their 
shelv es were bare. When they get an order, they 
send it ou t to the shop to be made u p new. Or 
if they fill the order from stock, they bu ild a new 
machine to replace the one sent ou t. 
News that this firm is operating on su ch a 
plan has been circu lated in its trade circle, and 
has resu lted in orders that might not hav e come 
in otherwise, officials of the company believ e. 
Sev eral orders hav e been giv en on the ex press 
condition that the goods be manu factu red new, 
thu s making new work, and at least keeping men 
at work ev en if not employ ing new ones. 
Firms which fill orders from old stock are 
simply pu tting the proceeds into their coffers, 
the workmen’s share in them already hav ing 
been distribu ted. The Clev eland scheme giv es 
the worker his cu t immediately . 
Natu rally this is a temporary measu re. Goods 
made u p and stocked mu st be disposed of sooner 
or later. Bu t the Clev eland scheme, if ex tended 
to ev ery firm that cou ld possibly afford it, might 
keep employ ment u p in the present emergency , 
and ex cess stocks then cou ld be gradu ally ab­ 
sorbed when demand picks u p. In a time when 
ev ery ex pedient, temporary thou gh it may be, 
seems helpfu l, the Clev eland plan is worthy of 
thou ght by ev ery bu siness leader.

FINANCIAL DYNASTY OF AUTOMOBILE 
When George B. Selden, a y ou ng patent a t­ 
torney of Rochester, N. Y., first su cceeded in 
1C78 in driv ing his gasoline horseless carriage, 
he little dreamed that he had prov ided the en­ 
tering wedge into what is now practically a 
horseless age. 
In the nex t thirty y ears, the transportation 
methods of the cou ntry had been rev olu tionized 
by the adv ent of the gasoline au tomobile. 
A marv elou s indu stry had been bu ilt u p and 
with it a score of contribu ting indu stries. At the 
same time a nu mber of basic indu stries took on 
greatly increased activ ity . For ex ample the steel 
indu stry , the gasoline indu stry , the cotton indu s­ 
try , the lu mber indu stry , and other lines of en­ 


deav or closely associated with the au tomobile 
indu stry . 
Great fortu nes were made. Some of the rich­ 
est families in the world owe their present 
wealth to the inv ention of the au tomobile. The 
entire social and economic fabric of life in this 
cou ntry changed. Liv ing standards rose to u n­ 
paralleled heights. 
More than half a centu ry has elapsed since 
George Selden solv ed the problem of getting 
his machine to ru n. In that time millions of 
au tomobiles hav e been bu ilt. On the first day of 
Janu ary , 1932, the world registration of motor 
v ehicles was 34,57 5,000, of which 25,940,000 were 
in the United States. 
The infant au tomobile indu stry has grown to 
giant statu re, with assets ru nning into the bil­ 
lions and with a tu rnov er of many hu ndreds of 
millions of dollars annu ally . Holders of au tomo­ 
bile stocks hav e receiv ed hu ndreds of millions 
of dollars in div idends. The indu stry has be­ 
come su ch a tremendou s factor in ou r economic 
stru ctu re, that significant changes in the tempo 
of its activ ity are capable of effecting eq u ally 
significant changes in the tempo of general bu si­ 
ness activ ity . 
The destiny of American bu siness sits at the 
wheel of the au tomobile at the present time. Of 
cou rse the road it has trav eled lately has been 
sharply down hill and the pace has been in­ 
credibly swift, bu t that isn’t so mu ch different 
from many others. It is the probable cou rse of 
the road that lies ahead that is of intense in­ 
terest to all bu siness men and the pu blic alike. 
The fu tu re prosperity of many of ou r indu s­ 
trial enterprises depends largely on the progress 
of the au tomobile indu stry , for the indu stry 
takes 8 5% of ou r ru bber, 8 0% of ou r gasoline, 
7 5% of ou r plate glass, 30% of ou r nickel, 25% of 
ou r alu minu m, 25% of ou r lead, 20% of ou r iron 
and steel, 20% of ou r hardwood, and 15% of ou r 
copper. Consider these figu res seriou sly . 
It prov ides, in a normal y ear, directly or in­ 
directly , employ ment for more than 4,000,000 
bread winners — almost 10% of the total of those 
gainfu lly employ ed in the United States. 
These facts and figu res giv e y ou a short in­ 
sight to the financial dy nasty of the au tomobile. 
It is a most v ital factor in ou r financial and in­ 
du strial make-u p of today . At least for the pres­ 
ent the fu tu re of the indu strial world depends 
on the fu tu re of the au tomobile indu stry .

A total of 4,442 according 
to almost complete reports, were 
added. The q u ota of 21 per cent 
of the popu lation was passed the 
first day of the campaign and 
now* more than 42 per cent of the 
popu lation belongs to the Red 
Cross society . 
The su m of $322.50 was raised 
on Monday afternoon and ev e­ 
ning when Harrie Jones made a 
canv ass of the bu siness men and 
the money will go toward su b­ 
scriptions lor the school children 
who cou ld not otherwise join the 
Red Cross.

reported today to be ready to re­ 
sign. 
John W. McCardle, commis­ 
sion chairman, and Jere 
were the commissioners m en­ 
tioned as ready to retire when 
McNu tt takes office. The gov er­ 
nor-elect du ring his campaign 
said that if elected he wou ld re­ 
mov e ev ery one of the fiv e com­ 
missioners. 
Harry K. Cu thbertson resigned 
from the commission recently . 
No su ccessor has been named, 
Gov ernor Harry G. Leslie hav ing 
indicated he wou ld leav e the ap­ 
pointment to the incoming gov ­ 
ernor. 
Commenting today on the re­ 
port that he intends to resign, 
McCardle, who has been a mem­ 
ber of the commission since 1917 , 
said th at while nothing definite 
had been determined "it is cer­ 
tain that we do not intend to 
embarrass the new gov ernor. 
West, who was appointed a 
member of the commission in 
1929, said any discu ssion of his 
resignation at this time **is pre­ 
m atu re.” 
Two other members of the 
commission are Ralph 
You ng 
and Howell Ellis. They refu sed to 
discu ss the possibility of their 
resignations. In legislativ e cir­ 
cles the possibility of redu cing 
the commission to three mem­ 
bers has been considered and the 
gov ernor-elect has indicated ap­ 
prov al of the redu ction plan as 
an economy measu re. 
Du ring the campaign McNu tt 
said he fav ored ex tending the 
au thority of the commission so 
that pu blic u tility holding com­ 
panies wou ld be brou ght u nder 
its 
ju risdiction.

Mr. Booth was born in York­ 
shire, England, M arch 30, 1844, 
bu t im m igrated w ith his par­ 
ents to this cou ntry when he 
was fou r years of age. He spent 
his boyhood on a farm near Ox­ 
ford, O., and v olu nteered his 
serv ices w ith the 
161st 
Ohio 
v olu nteer infantry ^du ring the 
Civ il war. 
In 1894 he mov ed to Ru sh 
cou nty and liv ed for m any years 
on a farm sou th of Ru shv ille, 
later residing in Circlev ille for 
six years. Since the death of his 
wife in Ju ne of 1919, Mr. Booth 
had m ade his home w ith his 
dau ghter, Mrs. P. C. Bentle of 
Greensbu rg. 
He was a member of Ru shv ille 
lodge, F. and A. M., and was al­ 
so affiliated w ith the Greens­ 
bu rg M. E. chu rch.

Su ch an 
inv estment, he contends, 
will 
bu rden no one, yet tend to solv e 
a small part, at least, of ou r em ­ 
ployment problems. 
Mr. Meyer declares tha t m any 
benefits, will accru e if these u n ­ 
u sed acres are conv erted into for- j 
ests, for forests improv e the 
qu ality of ou r climate; tend to 
m aintain a more ev en su pply of 
rainfall and moistu re in the a t­ 
mosphere; improv e the qu ality of 
the pu blic waters; prev ent disas- I 
trou s floods; improv e qu ality and 
fertility of the land; prev ent ero- j 
sion and prov ide a profitable* 
crop of lu mber. The rev enu e from ;
